[MILITANTS TRY TO BLOW UP 
ANCIENT CORONATION CHAIR 


Stone Scottish Kings Used to Sit on Is Chipped 
in Westminster Abbey— Damage Suits 
Against Suffrage Fund Givers Proposed 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 11.—An attempt to 
blow up the coronation chair, which has 
been, in Westminster Abbey since 129, 
was made this evening. The outrage is 
attributed by the authorities to militant 
suffragettes. 

The chair, generally called St. Ed- 
ward's chair, out of respect to Edward 
the Confessor, near whose shrine it 
stands, was made by order of King 
Edward I to hold’ the coronation stone 
or “stone of destiny“ on which the an- 
clent Scottish kings used to sit when 
they were crowned. The stone was cap- 
tured by Edward I from the Scotch. 

The damage caused to the chair by 
the explosion was slight. The explosive 
had been placed beneath it but the ex- 
plosion seemed not to reach the chair 
itself, which is of solid oak covered with 
gilding and ornamental work. The fa- 
mous old stone, however, was badly 
chipped. 

The police took possession of the ab- 
bey after the outrage. 

The explosion occurred while Reginald 
McKenna was talking on the suffragette 
question in the House of Commons. 
Members of both houses hurried into 
Parliament Square to ascertain what 
had happened. 

Two Women Arrested, 

Those who were in the vicinity at the 
time of the explosion said they heard 
two distinct reports which they de- 
scribed as terrific. 

The fabric of the Abbey building was 
said to have been slightly damaged but 
as the police kept all inquirers at a dis- 
tance this could not be confirmed. 

Two young women who were in the 
abbey at the time were arrested and 
subsequently removed in a taxicab to a 
police station. 

The actual damage to the. framework 
of the coronation chair appears to be 
confined to the blowing off of one of 
the pinnacles at the top of the back. 
The bomb appears to have been brought 
into the abbey in a bag which was 
placed partly beneath the seat of the 
chair.

McKenna, the Home Secretary, an- 
nounced in the House of Commons that 
he hoped the Government had obtained 
sufficient evidence to enable it to bring 
suit against subscribers to the funds of

the militant suffragette organization to 
make the subscribers liable for the full 
extent of the damage done by “arson 
squads,”’ destroyers of mail and picture 
slashers. 

McKenna pleaded that the Government 
was faced with a phenomenon absolute- 
ly without precedent. The number of 
women actually engaged in committing 
fcrimes connected with the militant suf- 
fragette movement was small, he said, 
but sympathizers were numerous. He 
admitted the crimes were increasing in 
seriousness. 

In discussing suggestions for dealing 
with the militants, the Home Secre- 
tary said he believed the let them die“ 
policy would act only as a greater in- 
centive to militancy. 

Deportation he considered 
ticable. 

As to treating the militant suffragettes 
as lunatics, McKenna said he could not 
ask Parliament to sanction an act defin- 
ing people as lunatics who had not been 
medically certified as such. 

The last proposition, said McKenna, 
was to give women the vote, but he 
thought that could not be seriously 
considered as a remedy for existing 
conditions. 


Faith in “Cat and Mouse” Act. 

McKenna showed he had an abiding 
faith in the cat and mouse” act. He 
denied that many of the crimes attrib- 
uted to suffragettes had been committed 
by women released under that law. Some 
of those’ released, he said, had aban 
doned militancy; others had fled the 
country. 

The Home Secretary appealed to tho 
newspapers to cease reporting suffrag- 
ette outrages and thus deprive the mili- 
tants of advertisement, which he main 
tained was the mainspring of their ex- 
istence. 

“Hysterical Fanatics.” 

Many of these women, the secretary 
said, are hysterical fanatics who are 
possessed of a courage that would risk 
anything. Many of them wanted to die 
to gain what they believed to be mar- 
tyrdom Advertisement of their acts 
was a thing they desired above all. 

McKenna concluded by pinning his 
‘faith to the prosecution. of subscribers 
to the militant funds, to making. them 
pay damages and to convicting them, 
possibly on a criminal charge. 

If these actions succede, the Home 
Secretary said, there is no doubt that 
the days of militancy woud be over. 
Whatever may be the difference of feel- 
ings regarding the hunger strikers, 
there can be no doubt as to what the 
feeling is with regard to the wealthy 
women who pay these women by the 
week to commit the crimes. If we suc- 
ceed in these actions, it means the de- 
struction of the Women’s Political and 
Social Union and we shall see the last

PLANT DAMAGED BY 
SPEUTACULAR FIRE 


Flames Destroy One Build- 
ing, Damage Five Others 


on Scene at 3 A. M, Warns. 
Them of Danger Zone. 


Series of E Sound 
Like Booming of Artil- 
lery; Big Crowd Turns 
Out to See Blaze, 


Fire thought to have started from 
spontaneous combustion in the ether 
room of the Mallinckrodt Chemical 
Works, Second and Mallinckrodt 


streets, at 2 a. m. Thursday, destroyed 
one building and damaged five others, 
resulting in $100,000 loss, according 
to Edward Mallinckrodt, president of 
the works. 

Jerry Buckley of 4715 Blair avenue, 
a distiller in the ether works, was 
descending from the third to the sec- 
ond floor of the three-story ether 
building when an explosion occurred 
on the second floor. He jumped out 
of the window on a fire escape, slid 
to the ground and turned in the 
alarm. Henry Kilting of 3017 Kos- 
suth avenue, one of the night watch- 
men, heard the explosion as he was 
turning in his hourly report. 
Engines from nearby flrehouses rushed 
to the scene. Following the first ex- 
plosion there were more than a dosen 
others, caused by ether vats becoming 
ignited. The intermittent reports, like 
the booming of artillery, awoke the en- 
tire neighborhood for gre 


pre 


general alarm was sent in. The flames 
were subdued by 3:80 a. m. 

Mallinckrodt arrived on the scene at 4 
o'clock and indicated the other buildings 
containing deadly explosives, so that 
firemen might be careful. 


Plant Occupies a Square Block. 

The hemical works occupy a square 
block, bounded by Second and Halil, 
Salisbury and Mallinckrodt streets. The 
ether building and the four-story min- 
ing building, which adjoin, are separated 
from the seven-story main building vy 
a space approximately 90 feet wide. The 
ether building went up in flames. 
After the first explosions, when the 
ether building was all aflame, the fire 
jumped to the acid and soda buildings, 
two and three stories, respectively, % 
feet to the north. By 2:30 o'clock the 
fire was leaping high into the air and 
could be seen for miles around. . 

By this time the entire neighborhood 
was awakened. Many people, only half 
dressed, gathered at vantage points to 
watch the flames. The McKiniey 
Bridge, two block- way, was used as 
a grand stand by hundreds. 

“The work of the remen was greatly 
hindered by the danger of falling live 
wires on all sides. 

Lieutenant’s Hand Ia Cut, 

When the walls of the ether houss 
tottered and fell at 2:45 a. m more 
than a dozen firemen were forced to 
scramble to points of safety. Only one 
accident was reported at the fire, Fred 
Heppler, Lieutenant of Engine Company 
No. 19, having the palm ‘of his right 
hand cut when he fell on some broken 
glass. 

According to Dr. k. W. Russe, one 
of the chemists connected with the 
plant, there must have been fire from 
some cause at the start, as he said that 
ether itself would not explode until it 
came into contact with heated air, and 
even a temperature of 16 degrees nai- 
ural heat would not cause the drums to 
explode.

“First, it oe you the blanket right 
of municipal ownership and this frees 
the city to undertake a multitude of 
municipal activities for the benefit of the 
people, inhibited by the present charter 
with its eighteenth century restrictions. 

Second, it simplifies your whole ma- 
chinery of government, eliminates a 
mass of red tape, checks and balances, 
enable you to fix responsibility, and goes 
as far as your State Constitution will 
permit the establishing of an efficient 
business system for the conduct of the 
city’s vast affairs. It provides a meth- 
od which if rightly used will insure that 
the city’s employes will be selected on 
the grounds of efficiency and ability and 
not upon the grounds of ward heeler al- 
legiance 

Human Welfare Is Central Idea. 

“The opportunities for service opened 
up by the powers given to the depart- 
ment of public welfare are directly in 
line with the modern idea that a city 
government is an institution to promote 
human welfare as against the ancient 
idea that it is an institution to empower 

‘policemen to wield clubs against wrong- 
doers or crack the skulls of workingmen 
on a strike. That is to say, it is con- 
structive; it makes toward supplying 
real human needs and does not leave you 
in the silly position of trying to enforce 
a feeble taboo against misdemeanors 
which grow out of social and economic 
injustice. 

“All these things are a tremendous 
gain, as well as others I cannot stop 
to mention.

WHY ‘BIG CINCH’ IS 
AGAINST CHARTER 


Committee Points Out Instru- 
ment Lets People Control 
Government. 


The high lights of the charter cam- 
paign, from the standpoint of the new 
charter’s supporters, appear in a 
statement which has been iesued by 
the committee on arguments, a subor- 
dinate body of the Citizens’ New 
Charter Campaign Committee. Thie 
subcommittee consists of Martin J. 
Collins, William Preston Hill, E. R. 
Kinsey and Owen Miller. 

The arguments, on which it is in- 
tended to place the entire emphasis 
of the campaign, are under four 
heads, as follows: 

“1. The old charter is utterly ob- 
solete as an instrument of govern- 
ment. The issue is not between the 
details of the old and the proposed 
charter, but between an antiquated 
and modern form of government, be- 
tween a charter adapted to the needs 
of a small city of 40 years ago, and 
tpe needs of a growing metropolitan 
city of today. 

“2. St. Louis is the only large city 
in the United States which has not 
changed its organic law in whole or 
in large part in 38 years. The pro; 
gress and growth of modern cities 
demand an entirely new type of city 
government, which is being adopted 
throughout the world. 

“Our nearest rivals in population, 
Boston and Cleveland, recently adopt- 
ed this type of new city charter, un- 


grow. If St. Louis is to stay in the 
race she must do the same. 

“3. The new charter is an entirely 
different kind of charter from the 
old. It is essentially a people's char- 
ter. It does two big things. 

First, it puts the real control of gov- 
ernment in the hands of the public, in- 
stead of the special interests and ma- 
chine politicians. It does this through 
the initiative, referendum and recall, the 
short ballot, the provision for municipal 
ownership and the regulation of fran. 
e ana public utilities. 

“Second, it provides for efficient pub- 
lic service so that every citizen and e- 
ery home will be better served in clean- 
er food, better streets, more facilities 
for recreation, etc. Every citizen will 
get more for his taxes. Public employes 
are to be selected because they are fit 
for their jobs, not because of politics. 
“The new charter gets these resul- 
through the Efficiency Board, a new 
Board of Public Welfare (to deal with 
poverty, disease and crime) and by sim- 
plifying the work of all the big depart- 
ments. 

»The new charter is an instrument of 
humanity and service, not @ mere acad- 
emic form of government. 

„„. The chief opponents of the nev 
charter are a group of people who have 
never been in favor of any new char- 
ter. They distrust any reform they do 
not originate themselves. 

„Back of them, unseen but formidable, 
are the franchise-holding interests and 
their allies, the machine politicians, who 
are the real opponents of the propose 1 
charter. Of course the so-called ‘big 
cinch’ is against the charter because it 
loosens their hold on city government 
by giving the people, not the poli- 

ticlans. control. But the ‘dig cinch’ 
works quietly and makes capital out o“

Although Wednesday was the hot- 
test day of the year, and Wednesday 
night was stifling n its torrid fierce- 
ness, a fairly large evening audience 
assembled at the Mikado Theater, 5951 
Easton avenue, to witness the per- 
formance of the Walter Craig Min- 
strels for the benefit of the Post-Dis- 
patch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund 
to save the tenement babies. 

It was a truly beautiful sight, this 
uniting of grown folks and children 
im a splendid voluntary rallying for 
the rescue of the little ones of the 
poor, whose lives are in such deadly 
peril, due to the crue! heat. 

Its significance was inspiring. It 
means that nothing will be permit- 
ted to daunt the loyal friends of the 
tenement tots, so resolutely deter- 
mined to do all in their power for 
the saving of the babies from the 
hot 
‘a monster that will sap the 
lives of the tots away from their frail] 
bodies unless they are provided with 
the pure milk that alone can give 
them the strength to battle with grim 
death in the tenements. 

And there was joy and laughter in the 
big gathering—the joy and laughter of a 
brave rescuing army aligned in battle 
array for life-saving service of the no- 
blest quality. 

The Walter Craig Minstrels, a com- 
pany of children ranging from 4 to 12 
years of age, covered themselves with 
glory. They gave as clever and as 
brightly entertaining a performance as 
one could wish to see—cleverer than 
some performances that have been given 
by grown-up players on the professional 
stage. 

Under the skillful direction of Walter 
Craig, 12 years old, the youngest stage 
manager,.“ this performance went or- 
ward without interruption from start to 
finish, a completed and amazingly com-

CONTRADICTS ACCUSERS 


‘Teamster Denies He Cut Com- 
panion With Whom He Was 
Drinking Beer. 


Theodore Freebersyser, a teamster, of

Fine Collection From Those 


4 Killed by Wires, 


— at night a pathetic Slaughter of 
* wild birds took place in the most bru- 
: : nantly lighted streets of Alva, the birds 
7 flying against the telephone, telegraph 


and electric light wires in their bewil- 
It is estimated that 700 or 800 
birds were killed. Their bodies were 
found in the streets and alleys and on 


the lawns. The greatest numbers were 


on the public square, where wires were 
most numerous. 


Many of the birds were uncommon in 


„ this section and it is supposed that they 
were migrating, despite the lateness of 


the season. The disaster to the birds 
gave a rich lot of ornithological ma- 
terial to students of the State Normal 
School. Concerning the birds, Prof. 
George W. Stevens of the department 
of zoology, said: 

“Some of the students in an hour 
picked up 160 dead birda Among them 
were noted these 26 species: Yellow- 


» headed blackbird, catbird, cowbird, Bal- 


timore oriole, orchard oriole, least sand- 
piper, semipalmated sandpiper, dove, 
blue grosbeak, blackheaded grosbeak, 
sora (Carolina) rail, oliveback thrush, 
Savannah sparrow, English sparrow, 
Baird’s sparrow. chipping sparrow, 
clay-colored sparrow, grasshopper spar- 
row, Nelson’s sparrow. Maryland yel- 
lowthroat, Tennessee warbler, red-start, 
Grinnell’s. water thrush, oven-bird, 
black-poll warbler, yellow warbler. Had 
they looked further other species un- 
doubtedly would have been found. 

“The number of birds in Oklahoma 
this spring seems to be greater ‘than 
usual, doubtless because the trees and 
shrubs are bigger and insects more 
abundant. The birds which lost their 
lives in Alva would, during breeding 
season, destroy not less than a bushel 
of injurious insects a day.“

Green, in a letter to his mother, Mrs. 
Jerutha Green, just received by her, 
writes that he was accidentally shot by 
a comrade, following the engagement. 

The mother gave a reporter the sub- 

stance of the letter, but did not care to

ITALIAN STRIKE GOES

One Workman Is _ Killed, 31 
Others Are Injured in Clash 
With Troops 
ROME, June ll. — Despite the order 
given last night for the cessation of the 
It-lian general strike declared Monday, 
serious encounters between strikers and 
the police and troops were reported to- 
day from various places. At Bari, ll 
strikers were wounded this morning in 
the course of a riot, while at Naples one 
striker was killed, three fatally wound- 
ed and 17 others seriously injured dur- 
ing an attack by a crowd on the mili- 
tary barracks.

HEAVIER RAIL URGED 
TO CHECK ACCIDENTS 


Pennsylvania Railroad Probably 
Will Adopt New Standard of 
120 Pounds to Yard. 
PHILADELPHIA, June ll—As a 
further step toward increasing safety of 
travel by rail, under modern conditions 
of heavy trains and high speed, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad probably will 
adopt a steel rail weighing 120 pounds 
to the yard as the standard for its main 
line trains and for other divisions on 
which heavy passenger trains are moved 
at high speed, as for instance, the lines 
to Atlantic City and Cape May, the 
heaviest rail now in use by the Penn- 
sylvania weigh 100 pounds to the yard. 
Tests of the 120-pound rail have been 
completed by officials of the Pennsyl- 
vania at the plant of the Maryland 
Steel Co., near Baltimore. Should the 
heavier rail be adopted as standard, the 
replacement of the present 100-pound 
ralls on the principals would necessar- 
ily have to be gradual. The experiments 
with the heavier rail were undertaken 
with a view of evolving a safe rail 
which would not be prohibitive in cost.

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SENATORS DELAY _| 
FINAL TOLLS VOTE 
BY LONG SPEECHES 


Defeat of Amendment Proposed 
by Repeal Opponents Shows 
Administration’s Strength. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Voting on 
further amendments to the repeal of 
the Panama Canal tolls exemption 
halted in the Senate today while Sen- 
ator Brandegee, Republican, made a 
long speech in favor of the bill. 

By a vote of 50 to 36, gn the first 
amendment offered today by the anti- 
repeal forces, it was apparent that the 
repeal forces lost no strength over 
night. The vote was on an amendment 
by Senator Works (Rep.), who sought 
to change the language reserving Amer- 
ican rights to tolls exemption. Ten 
Democrats voted for the amendment and 
13 Republicans voted against it. 

The last stage of the most spectac- 
ular legislative fight Congress has 
been in since the Democratic party 
came to power, attracted hundreds to 
the Capitol and, despite the wilting 
heat, the Senate galleries were 
packed. Members of the House 
crowded upon the floor. Senators of 
the oppositicn, both Republicans and 
Democrats, were making no apparent 
effort to delav a vote, but many had 
various qualifying resolutions pre- 
pared upon which they intended to 
force record roll calls. 

Senator Root Returns. 


Senator Root returned to his seat to- 


day to vote for the repeal. His absence 
vesterday in the voting on the com- 
promise amendment was the subject of 
remark, but the Democratic leaders who 
nave openly acknowledged the influence 
of the Republican Senator in his stand 
for granting the President’s request, 
had declared he would be present to- 
day. 

Senator Lodge, another Republican 
supporting the Democratic position, was 
also in his seat awaiting the final vote. 

Leaders of the repeal forces renewed 
their predictions that the bill would pass 
with a safe majority. Senator Simmons 
estimated it would carry by 10 votes. 
In support of their contentions support- 
ers of the bill pointed to the passage 
by a large majority of the Simmons- 
Norris amendment, designed to pre- 
serve any right the United States pos- 
sesses under the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
with Great Britain to exempt American 
ships from the payment of tolls, and 
the defeat of other amendments. 

President Wilson will sign the bill as 
amended, but he would prefer it without 
the amendment. His willingness to in- 
dorse the amended measure is because 
he believes half a loaf is better than no 
bread. He does not consider that Con- 
gress is giving him what he asked in the 
Full measure” he desired. 

There was no real test of strengthen 
the voting last night, when the repeal 
forces, by a vote of 50 to 24, passed the 
Simmons- Norris amendment. Both 
sides had conceded that this amend- 
ment would carry, but it had been the 
subj2« of attack for many hours. 

Two attempts to change the language 
of the amendment were defeated, but 
neither vote was so decisive as that on 
the Simmons amendment. One modify- 
ing amendment by Senator Sutherland 
was beaten 49 to 33, and another pro- 
posed by Senator Cummins, was beaten 
49 to 37. 

Of the 50 Senators who voted for the 
Simmons amendment, 36 were Demo- 
crats, 13 Republicans and one, Senator 
Poindexter, Progressive. Nine Demo- 
crats and 15 Republicans voted against 
the amendment. 

There were several expressions dur- 
ing the debate yesterday of a desire 
to submit the dispute with Great Brit- 
ain to arbitration after the repeal bill 
is passed. It has been currently re- 
ported in the Senate for several days 
that an arbitration resolution will be 
pressed after the passage of the bill. 
Senator Sutherland’s arbitration amend- 
ment already has received the approval 
of the Foreign Relations Committee, 
and Senator Norris is expected to renew 
his proposal of the same sort. 

How the Senators Voted. 

A serious attempt to pit through an 
arbitration resolution, however, may be 
opposed by Democratic leaders who are 
anxious to take up pending anti-trust 
legislation as soon as possible. 

Although the debate grew warm at 
times, there was an absence of cam- 
paign oratory. The first vote came 
when the Senate was not looking for it. 
and found 21 Senators absent from the 
chamber or out of town. A noticeable 
absence was that of Senator Root, ac- 
knowledged leader of the Republican 
Senators, who favor repeal. '

ON RECORD FOR 
REFORM IN DRESS 


Resolutions for Modest Styles 
Adopted at General Federa- 
tion Convention.

CHICAGO, June U.— The women at- 
tending the biennial don ventlon of the 
General Federation of Women's Clube 
here, went on record for dress reform. 

About 3000 women were present. Manv 
of them took part in the discussion. 

Mrs. Mary I. Wood of New Hamp- 
shire, chairman of the Bureau of In 
{-rmation, introduced the subject to a 
committee. She read a set of resolu- 
tions which she said had been indorsed 
by 400,000 club women throughout the 
ccuntry. . 

The resolutions were adopted almost 
by acclamation. They call attention to 
the fashions of today as immodest, un- 
comfortable, unattractive. They ask 
for simpler, more becoming. more com- 
fortable and more modest clothes, and 
encourage American designers and man- 
ufacturers to take from the men of 
Paris the fixing of American fashion. 
The resolutions will be presented to the 
Committee on Resolutions. A shorter 
resolution was adopted, asking for a 
committee to confer with the American 
manufacturers and designers to bring 
abeut, if possible, American-made fasn- 
ions for American women. 

There was some objection to the res- 
olutlons, but the noes'“ were scattered 
throughout the auditorium. Some of the 
women who voted against the resolu- 
tions were against only certain parts oi 
them. 

“Why do we dress so badly if we wish 
to do big things?’’ said Mrs. Wood in 
opening the conference. 

Why are we such slaves to fashion?“ 

The women to whom she spoke were 
nearly all dressed in white and sum- 
mer silks. Only a few, and these among 
the younger, wore the gowns and 
blouses which Mrs. Wood says cover 
but do not conceal.” 

Mrs. Burdette said that clothes did 
not always make the woman, but that 
they indicated what she was morally. 

Dress and morals are not new sub- 
jects,” said she. They are as old as 
the Garden of Eden, when the lack of 
one made the other necessary. By dress 
I do not mean merely the outer cover- 
ing, the gown, and by morals I do not 
mean merely chastity or unchastity, 
but the desire and the courage to live 
every day the life according to your 
ethical and moral ideals. 

What a woman wears and the way 
she wears it, so is she. Clothes are the 
expression in the outward life of what 
is in the inward life. 

‘IT would not say, however, that ev- 
ery woman who wears an immoral gown 
is immoral. There are many who do 
not know or do not care that the world 
is judging them by the clothes they 
wear. French dresses are not conceived 
and not designed for the good woman. 
Frenchmen say that the good women do 
not spend enough for clothes. 


Hobble Skirt Trade Scheme. 
The hobble skirt is the extreme and 


last effort of the French designers to 
play to the French silk manufacturers. 
They know that the less cloth that is 
used the better the cloth will be. As 
a result of the hobble skirt and a lack 
of proper underclothing, 10,000 looms in 
Germany alone were stopped in one 
year. How do you suppose our South- 
ern cotton growers felt when the tube 
skirt came in? 

Because of their desire to dress ac- 
cording to the fashion, women are 
breaking up homes and ruining their 
lives. 

In New York alone statistics show 
that one-third of the married income 
goes for rent and one-third for the 
wife’s wardrobe.”’ 

The speaker, clad in simple white, as- 
serted that American women are 
clothes mad. 

“Throughout Europe,“ she continued, 
“the women of high nobility and social 
rosition are like wrens compared with 
the cockatoos of the half-world. It is 
an unpleasant thought that it is the 
latter who set the standard which our 
fashionable women follow with naive 
avidity.’’ 

Mrs. Burdette said women should de- 
termine for themselves what style of 
dress most becomes them, and then stick 
to that style. 

Previously in her address the speaker 
said: 

“Miss Grace Hutchins, costume de- 
signer of Columbia University, rays the 
morals of a woman are read in her 
gowns and that slovenly dress indicate: 
her mental traits; that the woman who 
is addicted to extreme styles is sure to 
be an extremist in everything else. But 
she adds that she does not believe 
every woman who wears immora! 
clothes is necessarily immoral. She 
rather believes that a large per cent o“ 
them recklessly and relentlessly follow 
prevailing fashions without knowing 
Why.“

W YORK, June 11.—That George W. 
Perkins has made Col. Roosevelt's Pro- 
gressive party a vehicle for self-ag- 
grandizement and the promulgation of 
personal views on ‘the trust question 
directly at variance with the stated be- 
liefs of the party as a whole, is the 
charge made by Amos Pinchot in de- 
manding that Perkins relinquish his 
leadership in the party and resign as 
chairman of its national executive com- 
mittee. 

Because, he said, of the “garbled ver- 
sions and extracts“ that had been pub- 
lished, Pinchot has made public the let- 
ter he sent on May 2 to Chairman 
Joseph M. Dixon and all the members 
of the Progressive National Committee. 
The letter contains about 5000 words and 
it is devoted in its entirety to George 
W. Perkins and his activities in the 
party. 

Pinchot, before he wrote the letter, 
took up with Roosevelt the matter of 
Perkins’ activities and suggested Per- 
kins’ elimination. Col. Roosevelt de- 
fended Perkins and Pinchot found tha: 
he and the Colonel were as far apart as 
the poles on the subject. Pinchot's ob- 
ject in writing the letter is indicated 
in @ paragraph which follows the enum- 
eration of the activities of Perkins in 
using the party to attack the Sherman 
anti-trust law and for similar purposes.

At his home in Riverdale, Perkins at 
first refused to discuss the Pinchot let- 
ter, saying he had not read it thor- 
o.ghly, though he intended to do so im 
mediately. When asked if he would re- 
sign, he said: “Oh, there's nothing to 
that.“ 

He finally made this statement: “I do 
not question Mr. Pinchot's sincerity of 
purpose, but we differ radically on some 
important questions that are before the 
country for solution.”

The Clayton Neighborhood Association, 
comprised of property owners residing 
along the Clayton road, has submitted to 
the members of the County Court of 8t. 
Louis a plan to improve the Clayton

M. B. Wallace, president of the asso- 
ciation, appeared before the County 
Court Wednesday and asked that the 
five-mile stretch be turned over to the 


prove and keep it in repair. 

It is the plan of the association to 
employ two competent road builders to 
go over the road daily and make repairs. 
The Court was asked to allow $3.50 per 
day toward the salary to be paid by the 
association to the men employed on the 
road. 

Patrol System Proposed. 

The Clayton road is in bad condition 
owing to the fact that the Road Over- 
seer in the Clayton road district has sv 
much territory to cover. 

William Elbring, highway engineer of 
St. Louis County, in his annual report, 
made recently, suggested to the County 
Court that the patrol system be used 
on the county roads. He pointed out 
that by the adoption of that system the 
roads could be kept in better condition 
and a large amount of money saved. 

The patrol system provides for the 


tain piece of roac every day and make 
repairs immediately. At present there 
are 48 road overseers in the county and 
they have 1100 miles of road to look 
after. 

The plan offered by the Clayton 
Neighborhood Association is the same 
as that suggested to the Court by El- 
bring. 

$500 a Mile for Repairs. 

Elbring stated that all the main roads 
in the county, beginning at the city 
limits and running west for five miles, 
should be patroled every day. He said 
about 3500 per mile for the first five 
miles was expended every year for re- 
pairs on these roads, and that they were 
not in good condition vecause the prop- 
er attention could not be given to them, 
owing to the large territory the road 
overseers were required to cover. 

William Buerman, Associate Judge ot 
the County Court, expressed himself in 
favor of the plan proposed by the asso- 
ciation and said the matter would be 
passed upon in a few days.

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Dispatches Show Abusive Use of 
Muffler Cut-Out and Loud 
Blasts Are Prohibited. 


FINES, JAIL TERM OR BOTH 


Move to Abate Nuisance in St. 
Louis Follows Investigation 
By Post-Dispatch, 


Dispatch into needless automobile 
noises in St. Louis, as a result of 
which Norman J. Sadler, Assistant 
City Attorney, will draw up an ordi- 
nance under which persons responsi- 
ble for any such nuisance would be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, dispatches 
were received Thursday from corTé- 
spondénts in leading cities of the na- 
tion which show that in each of them 
needless noises are prohibited under 
either municipal or State legislation. 

The punishment of offenders, as 
provided in these laws, are fines rang- 
ing as Righ as $100, imprisonment as 
long as 90 days, or both, and applies 
particularly to abusive use of what is 
known as the muf fler cut-out.” 

The dispatches follow: 
STATE LAW IN PHILADELPHIA, 
PHILADELPHIA, June 11.—Philadei- 
phia has no city ordinance covering 


automobile noises, but a state law o- 


ers this phase of motor legislation. It 
prohibits the unnecessary use of muf- 
fler cut-outs, leaving it to the various 
police departments to define unneces- 
gary.“ 

In Philadelphia the law is not strictly 
enforeed except in public parks or near 
hospitals, schools, etc., or while passing 
horses on the highways. In the central 
city the use of cut-outs as a warning to 
pedestriaris is frequent. A particularly 
loud ¢ut-out sometimes brings a caution, 
but there have been few arrests for 
abuse of this privilege. 

Automobile drivers, in general, obey 
the law in those sectiéns where they 
know cut-outs are forbidden. The law 
concerning’ horns and signals also is 
State legislation. It réquires a “one- 
note’’ horn, which, in Philadelphia, is in- 
terpreted to permit the use of the bulb 
horn and single-blast. electric horns, 
such as thé “Klaxon” note. 

Sirens and other forms of exhaust 
horn monstrosities are prohibited. This 
rule is strictly énforced. The punish- 
ment for offenses of this sort consists of 
fines, the amount of which is determined 
by the Magistrate on the facts of the 
case. They usually vary from $12.50 fo 
$25, including the costs of prosecution. 


FRISCO ENFORCEMENT STRICT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June W0.—Ordli- 
nances of the city and county of Saa 
Francisco prohibit the use of sirens 
emitting distressing sounds. It is un- 
lawful to drive any motor vehicle within 
the city and county without a good and 
sufficient muffler that shall prevent any 
sound of the exhaust being heard. No 
siren or horn shall be sounded within 
half a block of any hospital within the 
city and county. 

For violation of any of the sections of 
the ordifiarice a fine of from $8 to $100 is 
provided, with imprisonment of not more 
than fifty days, or both. The ordinance 
provides for a fine of not less than $% 


for the first offense, and an additional’ 


% fine for each succeeding offense.

NEW CODH IN CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 10.—The 
fiew traffic code which went into ef- 
fect last Sunday provides that “no 
person shall open the muffler on any 
vehiele within the highways or pub- 
lic streets of the city.” The penalty 
fs a-fitie of from $5 to $100 or impris- 
onment for fot more than 30 days, or 
both. The code also states: 

“They (all motor propélled vehi- 
cles) also shall be provided with all 
other appliances and apparatus, such 
as sufficient condensors, to prevent 
the unnééessary escape of steam or 
vator or improviged mufflers, étc., to 
stop any unecessary noise in the op- 
eration of said vehicles upon the 
highways.” 

The penalty in the latter case is a 
fine of $10 to $60, or imprisonment 
for not more than 80 days or both.

The children 
climbed upon their father’s knee and 
celebrated his return, evidently ignorant 
of the fact that his stay was to be only 
a temporary one. While he and his 
mother talked they played about Chief 
Allender’s office.

Testimony for the State was closed 
in the course of the day in the trial 
of Murray, charged with being one 
of two men who shot Stephen Lukos 
to death in his saloon at Fifteenth 
and Madison streets, Sept. 2 last.

She identified 
Murray and said that he and Moeller 
entered the saloon while she was 
there with her husband.

Mrs. Gertrude Singleton 
Mathews of Normandy Tells of 
Temperamental Temper. 


Mrs. Gertrude Singleton Mathews of 
Normandy, who filed suit at Clayton 
Wednesday afternoon against John L. 
Mathews for divorce, sets forth in her 
petition the temperamental rocks upon 
which was wrecked the matrimonial 
barque of a literary man and his liter- 
ary wife. 

Mathews has been an editor and is a 
magazine writer on American and Eu- 
ropean topics. His wife is also a writer 
and traveled with her husband and col- 
laborated with him in his work until, 
she avers, Le flew into a temperamental 
rage and spoke harshly and roughiy 
about the way she was doing her share 
of their Joint work. 

Her husband was frequently in such a 
violent rage, she says, that she was in 
fear for her safety. 

Alleges He Was violent. 

Mrs. Mathews, who was Miss Ger- 
trude Singleton of Evanston, III., was 
married to Mathews Sept. 10, 1910, 
at Evanston. All their married life, 
she says, he showed a violent tem- 
per, which increased until January, 
1913, when he became so violent in 
London that she feared for her safe- 
ty. Prior to that they had ‘been un- 
der contract for the writing of mag- 
azine articles, which required them 
to visit various parts of Europe for 
information, she states. 

He was not only violent and abuse 
in London, Mrs. Mat..ews alleges, but 
afterward in Copenhagen and Berlin, 
cursing her and acting roughly ani 
harshly toward her and getting into vio- 
lent rages, so that she was repeate iy 
humiliated in the presence of others, 
These outbursts became so frequent, she 
says, that she was kept in constant 
anxiety and distress of mind. 

Incident at an Inn. 

On June 8 1913, Mrs. Mathews says, 
when they were guests at Forest Hills 
Inn, Long Island, New York, her hus- 
band, without cause, spoke harshly and 
abusively of her participation in their 
joint Uterary work and concerning her 
treatment of him as his wife, when in 
fact she had been aiding him in every 
way and had cared for him in connec- 
tion with a serious ailment.

ST RRR TRAFFIC LAWS. 

The letter of John L. Grether, urging better en- 
forcement of the traffic ordinatices, voices the 
alarm felt by thousands of pedestrians who are 
aware that the man on foot is practically ignored 
in the enforcement of traffic laws and rules. Mr. 
Grether says: Cars and vehicles are allowed to 
be going both ways at once, the signal being given 
for crossing when cars or vehicles are part way 
across the streét, for traffic in the other direc- 
tion. No attention is paid to the pedestrian either 
by the officer or by the vehicle driver.” 

Pedestrians in large numbers will be ready to 
agree with Mr. Grether that most traffic officers 
appear to be giving their undivided attention to 
the cars, automobiles and otter traffic. The man 
or woman on foot, if old, blind or infirm, will 
probably -bé-piloted across the street with care. 
But the average pedestrian ‘must look out entirely 
for himself. And yet, undoubtedly, he has the 
first right to the public thoroughfares. 

Would it not be well if the traffic officers 
were instructed that -pedestrians attempting to 
cross the streets are in their care, and that traffic 
laws were made, in large measure, for the safety 
of the pedestrian? It should not be necessary to 
change the wording of these laws so as to make 
that plain.

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STORY OF THE CHARTER. 


No. 2. Héw'a Charter Is Made. 
| ED told what a charter is Tuesday. It is 
the Constitution of the city, from which 
the officials and Municipal Assembly 
get all the power they have to govern the city. 

As St. Louis is in Missouri it is under Mis- 
sourl government, and cannot even be a city 
without a permit from the State. It is a big city 
and so the State permits it to say how its city 
business may be carried on. 

The Constitution of the State says that big 
cities may make their own charters; but they 
must not put in them anything that is contrary 
te State laws. It says that when a big city like 
St. Louls wants a charter it must elect a Board 
of 13 Freeholders to draw it up and this board 
must submit the charter they have drawn up to 
the people at a special election. 

A Freeholder is an owner.of real estate in the 
city, who has been a registered voter here for 
at least five years. 

On April 1, 1918, St. Louis elected a Board of 
Freeholders to draw up a charter which would 
fit the needs of the city today and take the place 
of one adopted 38 years ago—hefore more than 
95 per cent of the voters were old enough to vote. 

This board held many open sessions and in- 
vited everyone who had an idea about improving 
the charter to come and tell them about it. Many 
citizens went before the board and told them 
what they thought should be in the new charter. 

Men who have studied city government all 
their lives were brought here to tell the board 
what they had learned. Men from labor unions, 
doctors, lawyers, preachers, manufacturers, bank- 
ers and other business men gave their ideas to 
the board. 

A charter which the board thinks is what St. 
Louis needs was drawn up and an election is to 
be held on the thirtieth of this month, when 
every registered voter will have a chance to say 
what he thinks of ft. If a majority of the voters 
vote “yes” the charter will be adopted. It less 
than a majority vote “yes,” we shall have to get 
along as best we can under the wornout charter 
of 1876. 

For all the work which the members of the 
Board of Freeholders did during the drawing up 
of the new charter they will receive not one 
cent. They are busy men, actively interested in 
the city, and did the work because they were 
elected to do it, as any citizen should do any- 
thing the people ask him to do. 

On the board were a representative of organ- 
ized labor, a civil engineer, three manufacturers, 
three business men and four lawyers. Their 
names are: Chairman Jesse McDonald, Thomas 
J Rowe, Selden P. Spencer, Louis P. Aloe, 
Thomas J. Dalton, Edward Flad, Frederick D. 
Gardner, Charles Hertenstein, Charles Lange- 
man, Samuel Rosenfeld, Charles W. Rutledge, F. 
N. Judson and Clinton E. Udell.. 

They were elected practically without oppost- 
tion and without politics, their names being on 
all tickets except that of the Socialist party. A 
big vote of the people elected them to do the 
work and they have done it earnestly and hon- 
estly.
